Buyers of do-
westio coal ure not In the market and the deal-
ors don't seem Lo want any atook at any price,
Production continues as restrioted as ever, but
the market cannot absorb near all that {a sent
to tidawatar. L acold snap does not saon In-
croase the damand for coal, there may be a still
turther shutting down of Philadelphia and
Heading oolleries in this basin, as all hopes of
making an unusnally goad showing at the olose
ol the fiseal year have baen abandoned. Un-
less this ia done the eompanios will have to
Legin to store conl In the mining oountry,
Thers in & report that Immense bins are to be
orectad for this purposs, but this is not likely
to happan for the presant, Bhould thers boa
goneral mhut-down In the mines, thousands
would be thrown out of work, but this is looked
upon as one of the poasibilities in order to give
the stook in band a chance to dwindle down,

It Is monorally balleved that for November
and December only enough hard coal will be
mined to keep the motive power of the various
companles  employed during the winter
months. The trade for mauulacturing slzes
continues falrly up to the mark, and the In-
dustries of the East wore nover more active
thon now. Priess for lump, furnace, and
stonmboat conl contlnue higher. Coal of all
kinds mined and sent to market thusfarin
1860 amounts to 20,604,088 tons, as ngalnst
51714586 for the same time In 1888, and the
total production for the week was 158,856 tons
leas than it was for the same weok in 1848,

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THE RIGHT OF PRIFATE Oﬂﬂlllllr.

The declsion of the General Term of our
fuprems Court In the Sugar Trust sase in-
volves a prinoipla of the momt serfous Impor-
tance to all owners of property. As the late
lamanted James Fisk, Jr., remarked of n newa-
paper editorlal which thwarted his soheme to
ecornst gold in 1880, it Is one of those things
that we dwell on. To be told In this ninatesnth
eontury that If & number of men engaged In
the same business amree among thomselves
not to earry on a rulnous compatition with snch
other they bacoma In the aye of the Inw orim-
inals, Is rather a surprise, to say the least. The
decialon I apenk of applies In forin only te eom-
binations of corporntions. but corporations are
composad of Individuals, and what men mav
not Inwlully do as ocorporations, it Is oqualiy

unlawlul for them todo as individunls. The |

broad doetrine whish the Court lays down is

that the antlauated medicval legislation of |

Groat Uritnin agaiost conspiraciesto enhanco
the priee of the necessaries of life romains In
foree to this day hore, and is a bar, vot only to
the formation of what nre oalled trusts, but to
nll similur dovices for regulating trade,

Thejudzment of the General Term has yet
to ba reviowed by tho Court of Appenls, and
that august hody may possibly reverse It It
may hold, as {t has done in provious onses of n
similar nature, that the old British statutes
nnd decisions againet combinations like
those of 1lio Bugar Trust, were local and
tem porary only, and form no part of our com-
mon law, Or it may iake the wider ground that
under the conditions of modern civilization,
and thoe vastly increasod nower whieh our dem-
ooratio institutions give tothe people, It is for
the Logialnture nnd not for the courts 1o re-
strict private enterprise and limit tho geope of
business operntions, In these Jdays of univer-
sal snffrage, of newspapers, Post Offices, and
telegraphs, of rallronds and of steamers, it is
not ponsible lor conaplrators to inake famine
prices for food and other necessnries, ns thoy
could in anclent times in the towns and citles
of England, botween which transportation was
glow and difficult, and the menns ol ¢ommu-
nleating information wero imparfect, A corner
which eould be successful then |8 almost
sure 1o fall now. Witness the breakdown
of the Seoretan coppor syndicate. of the
variousn whent svndicates which have besn
mado up from time to time at Chicago.
of the cotton cornera in Liverpovl, and. inthis
vary atticls of sugar. the recent collapse of
the great Magdoburgsyndieate. It Is a logal
muxim that whon a reason ceases to exist the
rulo fuunded on that reason ceasos aleo, and
650 the Court of Appenls may deoide in this in-
stance, As [ar. too, as respecis thae Bugar
Trust the affirmanes of the General Term de-
cislon ngalnst it would merely require a modi-
fiontion of its organieation, There i8 no iaw
forbidding the ownership by a single eorpora-
tion, nor even by nn unincorporated partner-
ship, of all tho sugar reflnuries in the country,
and those now balonging to the Trust could
ensily be thus placed ont of danuer,

But, whoether the Court of Appeals aMrms or
revorses the decision agninat the Sugar Trust,
anid whether it maintaine or repudiates the old
common law against combinations to kesp up
prices, there still remains to be fouxht a Lattle
in the Loglslature on bebalf of private richts
agalnat publie control. The Suprome Court of
the United States soveral years ago decided,
in the Milwaukee elovator cases, that State
Logialntures were not prevented by the Fad-
eral Constitution from nravtieally conflseating
private property for the public benefit wit hout
compensalion, whenever the use of that pri-
vate wpronerty affects the publle in general,
and our Court of Appeals recently decided, in

| & enso also rogulating the charges of slovators,

that the Conatitution of this State permitted
slmillur legisintion here. The act of 1887 re-
ducing the price of gns, whether manufasctured
by corporations or by indlviduals, was passed
on the same ground of the supremacy of pub-
Ho over private loterosts, and the law fixing
the maximum rate of interest for the hire of
monoy has been on the statute book from the
Lerinning of vur State history.

1I'no lnteresting thing connected with the
subjact 1, to ma. the way in which publie opin-
ion approves these invasions and conflscations
of private rights. Tho usury laws have always
had an overwhelming mayority in their favor;
the Wisconsin vlevator lnw would not have beon
pussed IF ivhad not been demanded by a pre-
ponderating public sentiment. and, though our
olavitor law [s nnpopular in this eity, it Is well
supported in the intorior. Bo, too, the law flx-
ing tho pries of gus wins welcomad nlmost en-
thusiustioally by consumers, and the manufuc-
turers of 1t got no sympathy even from their
personal friends. It was lelt—whether rightly
or wrongly made no difference—that gns was
bought by 50 maoy people apd sold by so fow
thut the manv, having the power to dictate the
price they shiould give for (i, had also the right
todo it The rellers were, in thelr opinion,
making wo much monoey out of the buyers, and
their profits ought to be cut down. This fesl-
Ing is the same which lny boneath the medin-
val Inws against combinntions which bas just
beon usrd agalnst the Sugar Trust, and it s
aforce the existence of which we must recog-
plze, whether we like it or not.

Across the Atiantie, also, wi have conspicu-
ous lllustrations of the snme tendency. To say
nothivg of the eommunism which {6 rampant
in Franeennd ln Germany, we witnoss the spec-
tacle of & wreat political party ln Great Britain
beadod by one of the most elojuent orators of
modgro times, making sirenuous efforts to se-
ocure the adoption of measures which will re-
sult In depriving many owners of land In Ire-
Iand of nearly the whole of their present prop-
erty. For. no sane person can fall to seo that
the struggle which ostensibly is for Ilome
Hule, is really tor the foreible reduotion of
rents, and, to that exient, for a eonflscation of
landlords’ rights. The argument isthat the
rents which the landlords domand are more
than tenants ¢an afford 1o pay, and that the
landlords must not be allowed to attemptto
exact them, When the lundlords plead for per-
miesion to test the matter by offering their
lands lor Iree compelition, they are met by a
combination among the tenants, not only pot to
give above a owrtaln rent, but not to allow
any ond else to ilve It: and this combination
bas the moral support, not only of Irish elti-
zens, but of a great muny Englishmen,

A similnr phenomenon 1§ ohservable In re-
goard to Internationnl copyright. 1f sny prop-
erty Is sacred It would seom to be that whinh
amwan bas in the produet of his intellectual
labor, and thla has been recognized by the
conyileht laws of overy country in Europs, and
in & limited measure by those of this country,
Yot, when It Is proposed to extend the benefit
of nur laws on this sublect tocltizenas of forelgn
couutrlos it encouulers an opposition which
for half a century has proved invinclble,
There {s nn underlylng iden,which is not open-
ly expressod, that, as suthors are few and
readers many, the many have rights which the
few wust respect. There I8 pow & prospect of
the passame of an act of Congress securing Lo
forelgn authors a copyright in works printed
in this eountry; Lut this ls by no means cer-
tulo, and the benefits to result from It are
It fall# to recoanice, al all events,
tho right of authoranip as such, and congedes
to forelgn authom only & limited proteetion.

After all, what right bas apv person to thet
which be calls hils own? Every one but a Com-
munist would say that he has the right to do
with it what be plesses, only provided ho in-
juros nobody, He moey keep It, or give It away,
or soll (L. or bire it out, or make any other use
of it which seems good to bim. We have heon
wo long nocustomed to this view of the subject
that noy other seoms absurd. Yer, nt the be-
ginolng of elvilization it was not so, Inthe
primitive siste of society men had no other
righta than thoss which they could malatain
by force, The stronger robbed the wesker,
and kept what they ot untll those stronger
silll robbed thom. This ls the ease now awong
savages. aud would be the cass among us but
for our morn! mud iutellsetual development.
